So he appointed agents and advertised in other cities. In 
this way he wasable to tell the story of his car to thousands 
and thousands of people neither he nor his agents had ever 
seen.

Universal peace was the great dream and hope of the sovereign af 
the Vatican, One mere fragment in this dream, but undoubtedly one 
of the most dramatic achievements in his career, was the Lateran 
‘Treaty whereby the 69-year-old fead between the church and state in 
Italy was ended and popes freed forever from their self-mposed im-| ° 


prisonment. For many years he had 


‘sought to end the estrangement be- 


tween the head of the Catholic Chareh, with its seat in Rome, and the 
Jay government of Italy under the role of Premier Benito Mussolini. But 
it was not until Sept, 2, of 1931, that an agreement was reached be- 
itween state and Holy See for a peaceful settling of the dispute. 
Compromised With Mussolini 

Pope Pius had always maintained that the spiritual and moral 
education of youth belonged first to the church, then to the family and 
last of all to the state. Jost as passionately, Premier Mussolini main- 


tained that children belonged to the 


state, 


‘The pope’s great conciliatory powers were simply yet most defi- 
nitely sbown by the compromise made in the controversy between the 
Italian premler and the Vatican. ‘The agreement clearly defined where 
Pius should leave off and Mussolini carry on in the education of the

United States, Not content with bidding for 
‘a place among the nations strong at sea, the 
Fuehrer announced that Nazism had evolved 
‘what. he was pleased to term “a spiritual 
philosophy and organization for destroying 
from néw'on, and for all’ future time, - the 
enemies of the Reich.” 

“The only enemies of the Reich will be 
those of Hitler’s provocative creation, and to 
talk. of “destroying” them “from now on 
‘and for all future time’ is to speak egotisti- 
cally of the impossible, os Hitler himself 
should know from events within his own ex- 
perience. Knowing, too, Great Britain's 
might and resources and her real purpose 
_ and, aim in consolidating them, the Fuehrer 
would demonstrate the part of wisdom were 
he to! orate less, and ponder upon the se- 
‘quence :to Germany's previous bid for supre- 
macy on earth, at sea and under the sea, and 
meditate more on whither Germony was led 
by the braggadocio of certain of his prede- 
‘cessors. who in their day were, os he seems 
to be in his, intent on destroying for all time 
the enemies of the German Empire.’"

SO CALLED BREAD WAR IN TRENTON 
has’ recéived considerable attention in the 
press, and it looks as if the bakers in our sis- 


lately facing an invasion of outside bakers, 
similar to the situation in Belleville. Trenton 
Courier Advocate summarizes the situation 
as follows: 

Trenton has been in the throes of a 
bread war during the past week when the 
price of “the staff of life” fell to a new 
low. Reports of bread at three cents a loof 
or two loaves for a nickle were followed by 
later reports that grocers on the east side 
of the river where the wor is alleged to 
have started were giving bread with each 
purchase ofa dollar or over. 


Whet Started the Trouble 


Trenton is the distributing centre for 
the bread makers of Stirling, Noporiee, 

Kingston’ and Consecon. It is alleged that 
these bakers cut prices to get the big 
share of the trade, 

That was the beginning. So prices were 
cut and cut some more ond through it 
Trenton’ bakers took the rop as they were 
forced to bake bread just for the fun of it 
to meet this unfair and unethical compe- 
tition. 

Stories of farmers buying bread for poul- 
try feed have been rife: but have not been 
substantiated, 





End In Sight 


By Tuesday the tension in the bread war 
had eased and bread had reached four 
cents a loaf, Trenton bokers, of course, 
‘are blaming the town council for permit- 
ting such a state of affairs, as a bread by- 
law was passed here last year to give them 
protection against outside distributors of 
bread and the possibility at any time of 
cut-throat prices. But the bakers are not 
the only sufferers in this regard, no one 
has ever said a word for the town’s prin- 
ters who for twelve months’of the year 
must get along and pgy wages and taxes 
‘ogainst “'sweat-shop” methods to secure 
local trade by shops in Toronto, Ottawa, 
‘and elsewhere,

The sun is a “cosmic 


buming bush” discovered recently within the 
interior of the sun and the stars.-This phoe- 
nix is bumed'in the flames of those incon- 
ceivably hot ‘infemos, and this enables the 
stellor"bodies”to generate’ their. tremendous 
‘amounts ‘of energy in the form of light, heat 


‘and invisible radiations. 


Strange to say, like the phoenix in the 
fable, this “stellar phoenix’ rises out of its 
‘ashes to serve once more again in the almost 
‘etemol process of generating solor energy 


‘and, keeping. the stars. above shining. 


Henry Norris Russell, director of Princeton 
University observatory, revealed this discov- 
‘ery, made by Prof, Hans A.-Bethe, Comell 
University physician, as a new type of auto- 
matic clock which takes 52052,000 years 
dnd 13 minutes to complete o “turn around 
the dial’ during which the “‘stellar phoenix’ 
emerges from its ashes after having been 


‘consumed in’ the ‘furnaces of the stars. 
Every star, according to Dr. Russell, 


cluding the sun, goes through three main 
periods in its life cycle, in.a manner similar | ~ 
to the life of man, In the first period, the 
infancy stoge, is the hydrogen-helium cycle, 
in which hydrogen nuclei enter the nuclei of 


the lighter elements present in the sun, 


which collisions great amounts of energy are 
diberated and new elements are formed out
